Some Features Veterinary Practice Relation 
Foot-and-Mouth and Other Reportable Diseases 


DUCKWORTH, D.V.M. 


whatever say accepted advice rather 
than criticism. Better, perhaps, refer 
frank discussion between veterinarians who, 
all people, should able and willing 
take inside look themselves for the 
benefit all concerned. 

first going tell you something 
what happened the recent outbreak foot- 
and-mouth disease Canada. Briefly, and 
intend now skipping over the story very brief- 
ly, required twelve full weeks for the Cana- 
dians make their minds that they were 
not dealing with vesicular stomatitis, but foot- 
and-mouth disease. Official and private veteri- 
narians were handling and treating the various 
affected herds all during that time. Only the 
fact that the outbreak occurred the dead 
winter when trade and commerce were 
minimum prevented much wider and faster 
spread. That was the only reason. was, 
the infection involved about premises and 
1600 head livestock area about 
3200 square miles. pretty small spot you 
consider the total area Saskatchewan’s 
260,000 square miles. began the last week 
November, and not until the 18th Feb- 
ruary was true diagnosis made. 

Looking back over the records, and 
always easy look back and criticize 
retrospect, one wonders why some one the 
veterinarians didn’t recognize the disease, 
least suspect it. The cows were doing their 
best tell them what was, but apparently 
they didn’t believe the cows. 

Practicing veterinarians went from place 
place treating cattle, and official veteri- 
narians went from place place treating and 
quarantining for infectious stomatitis. 

one apparently was prepared accept 
the possibility foot-and-mouth disease way 
that remote frozen country and who can 
blame them? was impossible for the disease 
happen there—and yet spite the almost 
utter preposterousness the supposition 
did happen. (And right here let say that 
foot-and-mouth disease could come 
remote spot the middle the North 
American Continent, can happen any place 
the world any time.) 

One wonders how trained veterinarians 
could have overlooked disease obvious for 
long. Well, the United States view 
the Canadians with critical eye, let not 
forget that every outbreak foot-and- 
mouth disease the United States, with the 
exception the 1929 outbreak, veterinarians, 
private and official, have pursued course 
indecision and questionable judgment for from 
two several months before the disease was 
finally diagnosed. 

have fumbled diagnosis the past, 
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the Canadians did it, there any reason 
believe will not the same thing 
again? have honest fear that are likely 
exactly that. How well prepared psycho- 
logically are recognize accept foot- 
and-mouth disease come across some 
day? Haven’t all become little compla- 
cent, forgetful careless? has been twenty- 
three years since have had outbreak 
the United States, and that one was Cali- 
fornia, and may have forgotten pre- 
pared for it. can tell you that the De- 
partment Agriculture has evolved thor- 
oughly practical plan combat outbreak 
case. have the machinery for diagnosis and 
eradication all set up. 

almost certain that the first man see 
the next case foot-and-mouth disease will 
private practitioner. How many you 
know what and who call you 
find something suspicious? How many you 
know that common lye the one best dis- 
infectant that will kill the virus? How many 
you carry can lye your car? Believe 
me, you could see the color some faces 
Canada you would carry lye with you every 
day and you would know what with it. 

have disease hogs California 
which indistinguishable clinically from foot- 
and-mouth disease. see year and year 
out. pay little attention and regard 
something can’t anything about but 
live with. One these days exan- 
thema” going turn out foot-and- 
mouth disease and then one you hog 
vaccinators passes up, calls cholera 
what have you, your face going red, 
too. Every veterinarian who has any business 
hog lot, particularly garbage feeding 
hog lot, should wash his boots, gloves and 
instruments lye solution before leaves 
—every time before leaves. 

Again let stress the importance veteri- 
narians making can two lye part 
their regular equipment. The lye alone might 
reminder you keep alert for vesicu- 
lating diseases. And remember that our best 
weapon against foot-and-mouth disease 
early discovery and diagnosis. Treat every 
suspicious case sore mouth feet cattle 
hogs with respect and notify your nearest 
state office once. 

How size our brucellosis vaccina- 
tion program? How important the dairy 
industry and ourselves? You may may 
not know that large city the state 
now making ordinance setting defi- 
nite date when every cow supplying milk 
that city will have pass negative blood 
test for brucellosis carry the official vac- 
cination tattoo her ear. The State Cali- 
fornia, the behest the Farm Bureau and 
other responsible dairy groups, now the 
regulating inter- and intra-state 
dairy cattle negative tested 
animals officially tattooed animals. 
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What does that mean you contract veteri- 
narians? the first place, means that 
non-tattooed animal non-vaccinated ani- 
mal. any you ever thought that tatooing 
calf’s ear was more less nuisance part 
the job, should clear you now that 
anything but. Most contract veterinarians 
good job tattooing because they take 
the necessary care applying it. Some, 
sorry say, careless, incomplete job 
either because they have failed realize the 
importance properly placed legible tattoo 
because they are too great hurry. You 
owe your client and yourselves 
good job placing your tattoo you 
your vaccine. said before, non-tattooed 
calf non-vaccinated cow. Your client 
not going very happy cow which 
helped you vaccinate has no, il- 
legible, tattoo her ear, and told that 
can’t sell milk from her unless has her 
blood tested. 

wonder how many you know the dis- 
eases designated being reportable? 
important you that you should know them 
and what about when you find one. 
For instance, what would you you find 
case suspected demonstrated scabies 
cattle sheep? spite what you may 
have read the trade journals heard 
the radio about the treatment scabies 
barn itch, mange, scab (it all adds 
the same thing), with some the newer 
miticides, don’t it. The diseases are report- 
able and under state law must treated 
state federal veterinarians. the case 
vesicular diseases, whenever you find cattle 
sheep with what you suspect might 
scabies, notify your nearest state district office 
district state veterinarian. 

like now mention the subject 
reporting diseases. This matter vital 
importance all you and regrettable 
that more complete coverage not available 
for your general information. well known 
that busy practitioner, tired after day 
night the road, liable put off forget 
send his form for “Reportable Diseases.” 
any event, much needs done about 
this important source information. (Our 
Department supplies convenient form for 
reporting “Reportable Diseases,” supply 
which you all should have hand. 
Form available all district offices 
Sacramento.) 

The development system which would 
provide reliable morbidity and mortality sta- 
tistics one the essential needs veteri- 
nary medicine. While great progress has been 
made treating and controlling many the 
more serious animal diseases, reasonable 
believe that great strides could made 
planned control procedure more accurate 
morbidity and mortality statistics were avail- 
able.

The House Representatives convened 
June 21, 1952, the Ambassador Hotel, At- 
lantic City, New Jersey. 

The total membership the A.V.M.A., 
May 31, 1952, was 11,591. During the past year 
members died and members resigned. 
the present time have honor roll 
members. Honorary membership was con- 
ferred upon Thomas Hull, Ph.D., 
author “Diseases Transmissible from Ani- 
mals Man.” Life membership was conferred 
upon members accordance with the By- 
Laws the association. Three members from 
Ohio were dropped from membership for 
unethical conduct. 

Doubtful applications have been received 
from Middlesex graduates and displaced per- 
sons. These applications are being held for 
further study. 

committee will study the relation 
A.V.M.A. By-Laws state associations, 
they affect resignations members from state 
associations. 

The budget for the present year shows 
anticipated income $265,525 and disburse- 
ments $261,950. 

The House Representatives recommended 
that poultry inspection transferred the 
United States Bureau Animal Industry. The 
House also recommended the upgrading 
personnel classifications the Bureau Ani- 
mal Industry.

The Third International Congress Physi- 
ology and Pathology Animal Reproduction 
and Artificial Insemination invited 
the United States. 

The National Committee Insurance-1951 
was not sponsored the A.V.M.A. 

The Executive Board and the House Rep- 
resentatives recommended the endorsement 
the principles Freedom Forum but not 
endorsement the organization. 

Present wording the “Essentials 
Acceptable Veterinary Medical under 
Organization follows: When veteri- 
nary school part larger educational 
institution, shall approved only when 
established major administrative division 
headed dean who veterinarian. This 
wording was again approved the House 
Representatives with recommendation the 
Council Education show leniency toward 


the University Minnesota order give 
them ample time make the necessary revi- 
sions comply with the above wording. 

The Research Fund being depleted and 
drive being inaugurated replenish the 
Fund. The following subjects have been sug- 
gested for research projects under this fund: 
(1) Control Leptospirosis Animals; (2) 
Atrophic Rhinitis; (3) Parasite Relationship 
Coccidia; (4) Bloat; (5) Virus Mastitis; (6) 
Medicants Feed. 

The Committee Professional Relations 
recommended that veterinary services sub- 
sidized marginal areas farm organiza- 
tions and feed manufacturers.

The A.V.M.A. attempted amend the Offi- 
cer Personnel Act veterinarians would en- 
ter the Veterinary Corps first lieutenants 
with $100 month bonus, the same physi- 
cians and dentists, but failed.

The following two new proposals amend- 
ments the Constitution and By-Laws were 
acted upon favorably: (1) designation the 
field x-ray the Research Council per- 
sonnel “radiology”; (2) increase dues 
$15 year, which for subscription 
the Journal the association. 

Twelve resolutions were brought before the 
House Representatives with the following 
action: 

No. resolution regarding grade and 
pay federally employed veterinarians, that 
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the association, supported its constituent 
state associations, continue actively urge 
and support any and all measures considered 
necessary bring successful culmination 
the project undertaken enable the federal 
agencies employ the veterinarians needed 
perform their essential functions was ap- 
proved. 

No. was resolved that the Association, 
its constituent state associations, committees 
and members continue all active measures 
necessary the favorable consideration and 
passage bills affecting entrance rank 
Veterinary Corps Officers the armed forces 
and was approved. 

No. was resolved that the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, supported 
its constituent state associations, will continue 
press for legislation granting $100 month 
additional pay veterinarians active duty 
armed forces and United States Public 
Health Services through any and all means 
possible and was approved. 

No. resolution that the association 
record being unalterably opposed at- 
tempts impose ceiling price regulations 
so-called non-professional services performed 
veterinarians the usual conduct their 
practices and that such attempts condemned 
arbitrary, bureaucratic and unwarranted 
interference with professional practices and 
services which the Congress never intended 
when passed the legislation which price 
stabilization measures are based, was ap- 
proved. 

No. Resolution that the operation for ear 
trimming dogs condemned barbarous 
and uncivilized members this organiza- 
tion, and request for its performance the 
owner any dog rejected all members 
the veterinary profession was not approved. 

No. Resolution that the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association formally declare its 
support legislation which will enable in- 
dividuals invest percentage their cur- 
rent income their own retirement funds 
with postponement income tax that 
portion provided the Reed-Keogh bills 
now before the House Representatives was 
approved. 


No. Resolution that the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association continue support 
any action which will provide the funds neces- 
sary for the construction research labora- 
tory foot and mouth disease and other 
exotic animal disease plagues was approved. 

No. Resolution that this association here- 
express its sincere appreciation the offi- 
cials the national radio networks, the 
sponsors the National Farm and Home 
Hour, the agricultural director NBC, and 
the many others who have had part 
these excellent programs was approved. 

No. Resolution that the eighty-ninth an- 
nual assembly the American Veterinary 
Medical Association pay tribute all the 
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deceased members and extend its sincere sym- 
pathy the families the deceased was ap- 
proved. 

No. 10. resolution acknowledge cour- 
tesies and tender thanks each and all the 
participating groups and individuals who con- 
tributed make the eighty-ninth annual con- 
vention outstanding event and include 
this resolution the minutes published 
the 1952 “Proceedings Book” was approved. 

No. 11. resolution (adopted National 
Brucellosis Committee and referred parti- 
cipating member associations for considera- 
tion and action) that the allotment funds 
available the Department Agriculture 
made, expand the brucellosis eradica- 
tion project line with increases funds 
for this purpose, which are being made avail- 
able the cooperating States, and that copies 
this resolution forwarded the Secre- 
tary the National Brucellosis Committee 
the Honorable Charles Brannan, Secre- 
tary Agriculture, members the Agricul- 
tural and Forestry Committee the Senate 
and members the Agricultural Committee 
the House Representatives and Dr.

RIGHT HEART FAILURE 


Professor Pathology, School Veterinary Medicine, Colorado Agricultural 
Mechanical College, Fort Collins, Colo. 


Right heart failure not single entity, but 
initiated many different agents. Dr. Jen- 
sen defines the syndrome inability the 
heart meet the needs the tissues for the 
constituents blood. develops slowly, and 
characterized dilatation and hypertrophy, 
passive congestion and edema. 


Colorado, occurs most commonly 
late fall and early winter. The disease locally 
known brisket disease starts when the ani- 
mals are the mountains, but not seen until 
the return the fall. High altitudes are the- 
oretically contributing cause brisket dis- 
ease. The usual age six months two years, 
perhaps because develops beef animals 
grazed high mountains and this their 
usual age range. has been reported baby 
calves, but the diagnosis has not been verified. 


Some evidence has been offered family 
breed susceptibility. see more Here- 
fords, but then, have more Herefords. 
also seen Angus and occasionally dairy 
stock. one farm were two families An- 
gus, one from Alabama and the other from 
California. The owner said that cases brisket 
disease occurred only the Alabama family, 
which would suggest familial weakness. 


Causes right heart failure are many, and 
for simplicity they may grouped either 
overwork infection. The immediate cause 
overwork the right heart anoxia. There 
relative anoxia high altitudes. The same 
thing will result from anemia, and from Utah 
comes some evidence that this may 
primary cause. arterio-venous shunt, 
congenital anomaly such patent foramen 
ovale, will amount anemia because the 
blood does not pass through the capillaries and 
anoxia the tissues results. Or, there may 
increased peripheral resistance the circula- 
tion. may find this the lung. Not long 
ago, animals came from Nebraska with dys- 
pnoea from chronic bronchitis and pneumonia, 
causing fibrosis the lungs. Because the 
lung changes, there was marked resistance 
the passage blood, and symptoms right 
heart failure. The same true from chronic 
emphysema, especially the alveolar type. Many 
other causes chronic overwork the right 
heart could recalled. 


Infection may cause injury the muscula- 
ture the right heart, which weakens and 
eventually fails. The infection may 
visibly present the myocardium, multiple 
tiny abscesses may seen. Infection may 
extracardial, and toxins from elsewhere 
the body may cause injury necrosis myo- 
cardial cells. The loss myocardial cells 
permanent, they have not the power 


regeneration. Traumatic pericarditis may 
common cause dairy regions. 


Since there are many causes, pathogenesis 
variable, but may recall the basic prin- 
ciples heart and circulatory function. 
known that the efficiency the cardiac muscle 
increases with the load, point. After 
the maximum volume for efficiency has been 
reached, added load rapidly decreases effi- 
ciency. The load may experienced over 
long period time, concentrated into 
short period. spread out, overload results 
chronic heart failure. 

The theoretical explanation increased 
volume giving increased efficiency that with 
the expansion, more cells come into use, with 
potentially greater area from which energy 
can derived. 

The second principle concerns the movement 
body fluids. Under normal conditions, the 
fluids into the blood and back into the 
tissues controlled manner. The flow out 
from the arterial side and into the venous side, 
giving normal exchange. the heart over- 
working, will eventually fail empty com- 
pletely, and the residual blood added the 
normal inflow gives increased volume 
the heart chamber. This causes dilation, and 
the greater load gives greater efficiency. The 
cells undergo some hypertrophy. With this 
compensation, new balance may reached, 
and heart failure may not develop. Often, this 


not the case. Dilation increases and the 


venous flow into the heart during diastole 
decreases, causing congestion venous blood 
throughout the circulatory system. Very early 
backs the liver and portal system, and 
jugular pulse seen. Increased venous blood 
pressure tends force fluids out the plasma 
into the tissues, causing edema. Free fluid 
may appear the serous cavities, and there 
may edema the gut wall and gastric 
mucosa. This interference with the absorption 
nutriment gives rise diarrhea. Backing 
the liver causes necrosis and fibrosis. The 
diarrhea may dark hemorrhagic from 
ulcers the omasum-abomasum junction, 
where there natural constriction. Such 
animals are weak, unable work, and may 
collapse forced move vigorously. out- 
standing symptom, generalized edema, giv- 
ing rise the name “brisket disease.” Careful 
examination may show ascites. Heart 
nation should reveal abnormal sounds, fre- 
quently muffled transudate edematous 
fluid. 

autopsy, the outstanding changes are 
found primarily the heart. Dilation 
hypertrophy the right ventricle constant, 
but other lesions vary according the cause.

The appearance the heart some- 
what round. Outside the heart, there may 
changes the lungs fibrosis the portal 
system. 


Treatment would always include reduction 
the load the heart. The means would 
vary with the cause, and may not pos- 
sible. the animals are high altitude, 
bring them down. anemia, correct the con- 
dition possible. pregnancy, abortion may 
advisable. Colorado, animals brought 
down from the mountains early enough usual- 
recover, but sent back high altitudes 
they will probably relapse. Most cases occur 
above seven thousand feet. 


assumed that when herd moved 
from low high altitude, increases erythro- 
cytes and hemoglobin concentration normally 
compensate for the rarefication oxygen. 
Cattle unable compensate this manner 
might acquire brisket disease. 


Neomycin Used For Mastitis 


total veterinary colleges and experi- 
ment stations and private veterinary prac- 
titioners have been experimenting with treat- 
ing mastitis with neomycin, according Dr. 
Davidson, head veterinary medicine, 
The Upjohn Company. 


Typical the reports thus far received from 
veterinarians the following one Dr. 
Drury, School Veterinary Medicine, Michi- 
gan State College. His conclusions are: 


Neomycin vitro very low levels inhibited 
the growth of six common causative micro- 
organisms associated with infectious bovine 
mastitis. 

2. The results of this study with neomycin indi- 
cate a minimum of local irritation in the udder 
as judged by leucocyte counts, chloride con- 
tents, pH, and strip-cup observation. 

3. The agent was found to remain in the udder 
for hours longer when was infused. 

4. The results in treating 405 cases of mastitis 
show this drug to be very effective against in- 
fections caused by streptococci, staphylococci, 
coliform, and pseudomonas bacteria. 

Neomycin sulfate was also value treating 
four cases of yeast mastitis.

infused into the udder for treatment and pre- 
vention of both acute and chronic bovine mastitis. 


The first step administration strip all four 
quarters of ‘the infected animal. Teat and teat open- 
ing should then washed and dried cleaned 
with 70 per cent alcohol. After removing cover of 
tube Teatube-Neomycin, the tip should in- 
serted into the milk canal of each infected teat. 
The entire contents the tube should forced 
up each canal. The ointment should then be 
worked into the milk cistern the udder. 

Generally, one infusion of the entire contents of a 
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tube Teatube-Neomycin quarter will 
sufficient clear the infection that particular 


quarter. If necessary, the quarters may be re-treated 
at 24 to 48 hour intervals. 


After instillation, the quarters may milked but 
not stripped for at least six hours. Thereafter, the 
animal can milked regular intervals. How- 
ever, for at least 72 hours after treatment with 
Teatube-Neomycin, the milk from treated quarters 
should discarded used for other than human 
consumption. 

While treatment may be successful, temporary 
injury to the tissue of the udder due to the mastitis 
infection results in susceptibility to re-infection. 
The sanitary conditions which are always desirable 
mastitis infection averted are doubly im- 
portant at this time. 

In treating acute, febrile cases of mastitis, it may 
desirable supplement local therapy with sys- 
temic medication by the use of sulfonamides orally 
and Dihydrocillin intramuscular injection.

Aphthous Fever 


Dr. Duckworth’s paper the recent aph- 
thous fever outbreak Canada and its signi- 
ficance appears elsewhere this issue. 

Dr. Duckworth deplored unrealistic ap- 
proaches disease control, especially quar- 
antines which are ineffective unneeded, 
which merely punish group citizens with- 
out controlling the disease. British Columbia 
embargoed not only Saskatchewan, where 
aphthous fever existed, but also Alberta which 
was unaffected. This action threatened 
destroy the livestock industry Alberta, and 
had justification grounds disease 
control. Kentucky recently ruled that 
protection against anthrax, mules, cattle and 
swine from Ohio could not enter Kentucky. 
The unrealistic and unsound nature the 
quarantine, which was soon canceled, was 
shown its failure include sheep and 
horses. The state veterinarian Montana 
understandably concerned about quarantine 
measures which might taken aphthous 
fever should filter down into the northeastern 
part that state. Would quarantine the 
whole state because one infected ranch 
one corner Montana? hope the U.S. 
Bureau Animal Industry will take charge 
interstate quarantines, giving due con- 
sideration examples set California 
1924 and 1929 and Canada recently, and 
our present anthrax situation. One county 
punishing the entire state several states. 
unfortunate that state veterinarians 
should yield pressure groups, sub- 
jected political pressure where sanitary 
measures are involved.

Mastitis Film 


The Ontario Veterinary College considers 
mastitis disease the udder two types, 
acute and chronic. Staphylococcic most fre- 
quently acute, but streptococcic causes 
per cent all disease the udder. Raw milk 
fed young calves which then suck each 
other’s udders cited means trans- 
mission. The regular use strip cut and 
complete milking affected udders are ad- 
vised, and segregation suspects, along with 
proper sanitary collection milk for labora- 
tory examination. Dr. McKay remarked that 
may too conservative, but seems that 
the Canadians are too liberal, this film goes 
the public. 

Panel Mastitis 


Dr. Dosss: has been about years since 
first started mastitis control program 
the Fairmont Hospital dairy Alameda Coun- 
ty. until then the only treatment that 
knew for the control this disease was the 
application heat the surface the udder, 
and frequent milking the affected quar- 
ters. 

that time inaugurated with Dr. 
Schalm’s assistance mastitis control pro- 
gram this dairy. During the first two years 
this experiment all that did was test 
the cows the milking herd frequent in- 
tervals for mastitis, and try every way 
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possible keep the positive reactors sepa- 
rated from those animals having normal 
healthy udders. 


new herd consisting young cows that 
were found non-reactors was started. 
These animals were held corral them- 
selves and milked unit the beginning 
each milking period. were able 
maintain this new herd reasonably free from 
mastitis for several years this method. 
Penicillin any the other antibiotics was 
not available that time. Four five years 
ago the dairymen Los Angeles County 
began using penicillin considerable quan- 
tities for the treatment animals that were 
found affected with this disease. 


mastitis control program was started 
this county and those dairymen who desired 
cooperate the program were advised 
have the cows their milking herd tested. 
When the reactors had been located they were 
treated with one the antibiotics. The im- 
portance keeping the animals having healthy 
udders string themselves and milking 
them first was stressed. result some 
the dairymen who managed their herds 
this way were able eliminate most the 
cows that were found harboring Strepti- 
coccus agalactiae their udders. 

far the largest percentage the cows 
that are being used the dairies Los 
Angeles County have been imported. Many 
the animals that are brought onto the dairies 
today for replacements are carrying patho- 
genic microorganisms their udders upon 
arrival. 

Recently one our dairymen purchased 
herd cows from his neighborhood. Many 
these animals were known affected 
with mastitis but was the opinion that 
the condition was not serious and that 
could brought under control properly 
handled. was not long before this man 
started having trouble. found that did 
have serious condition deal with. 
soon learned that the affected animals would 
not yield the usual method treatment 
with penicillin. considerable number the 
clinical cases were removed from the herd 
and sent slaughter. many fifteen cows 
were sent slaughter one day. 

was asked confer with this man’s veteri- 
narian and himself. was decided this con- 
ference test the cows that were the barn 
that time and determine the type organ- 
ism that was causing the trouble. found, 
before had proceeded very far, that the 
cause the trouble most cases was not 
due any the common strepticocci but 
that Escherichia coli was present the udders 
most the cows that were affected. 

knew that Dr. Schalm had learned, from 
his experience while working with the cows 
the herd the Stockton State Hospital, 
that this type mastitis could treated suc- 
cessfully with dihydro-streptomycin. The ar- 
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ticle which and Miss Woods had published 
recently the Journal the American Veter- 
inary Medical Association stressed the im- 
portance administering this antibiotic 
doses proportional the severity the dis- 
ease. 


When the dairyman learned about the suc- 
cess that Dr. Schalm had been having the 
northern part the state, immediately 
took steps obtain through his veterinarian 
the necessary antibiotics with which treat 
the clinical cases that were appearing his 
herd every day. With the help the local 
veterinarian treated the affected cows 
accord with the instructions that had re- 
ceived from Dr. Schalm. The results which 
obtained after hours careful painstaking 
work were very gratifying. was able 
save large percentage the cows which 
treated. Only the high producing animals were 
treated. some cases the animals that were 
treated were allowed dry before 
treatment was started. 


order prevent the spread this dis- 
ease this man’s barn the milkers were in- 
structed dip the teats all the cows 
that were being milked fresh chlorine 
solution immediately after each cow had been 
milked. The hospital barn and shelter shed 
nearby which were used for housing fresh 
cows and their calves were thoroughly cleaned 
and distinfected order destroy any in- 
fection that might lurking therein. new 
type disinfectant was introduced into the 
dairy barn and washroom order that the 
equipment, pipe lines, buckets, milk tubes, etc., 
might more thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
fected. 

have been informed quite recently this 
dairyman that the only cases mastitis that 
have appeared his barn have been the 
“good kind” referring those animals which 
are carrying Strepticoccus agalactiae their 
udders. The animals carrying Escherichia coli 
their udders refers the “bad kind” 
and they have almost entirely disappeared. 

Dr. the present time, have 
500 cow herd free Streptococcus agalac- 
tiae since June 10, 1948, and see reason 
why should not remain free. There are, how- 
ever, some essentials. The principal one 
that man recognize the problem and will- 
ing work out. veterinarian essen- 
tially charge the herd, and the reason 
most programs fail that complete program 
not set up» Only when the program en- 
tered into with enthusiasm can succeed. 

Most attention given the infested ani- 
mals, which are minor importance. 
should give our attention the clean cows, 
which means forming really clean string. 
test too infrequently. can not test 
whole herd every five days, but can test 
small group frequently, and next year take 
another group. You might start with thirty 
cows. Maybe one reacts, leaving twenty-nine 


the next day. Maybe two weeks later, retest 
and all are still clean, leave them alone. 
Corral contact has not resulted infection, 
but milking machines must 
sterilized after use. long infected and 
clean animals are mixed, errors will occur. 
The most useful method insuring that in- 
fected animals not get into the clean milk- 
ing string has been identification with paint 
different colors. 

convinced that the only method 
controlling agalactiae infection the herd 
approach. Eradication from the premises re- 
quires laboratory work. successful state pro- 
gram will eventually require laboratories 
strategically located throughout the state, but 
because human nature only small per- 
centage dairy herds will cleaned up. 

Dr. McKay pointed out that the extension 
service’s program was set take care 
Str. agalactiae infection only. Men the field 
have been anxious take care staphylococ- 
cus infection also, going beyond the original 
The advent readily available anti- 
biotics disturbed the program seriously. Mis- 
takes have been made both the veteri- 
narians and the industry. Now should 
see where agree, and where disagree. 
Mastitis disease complex involving 
least six pathogenic agents well various 
types people.

Dr. QuorTRUP: Our mastitis program has 
been going for number years. was 
started 1946, sponsored the San Diego 
County Dairy Herd Improvement Association, 
the University California Extension Service, 
and the San Diego County Livestock Depart- 
ment. The program was designed eliminate 
Streptococcus agalactiae from herds sys- 
tematic testing and segregation. The farm ad- 
visor contacts the dairyman, arranges testing 
schedules and calls meetings for discussion. 
The Dairyherd Improvement Association hires 
technician who draws the milk samples, 
under sanitary conditions and delivers the 
samples, which are milked into Hotis tubes, 
the livestock department laboratory. 

The Hotis tubes are placed the incubator 
the evening and read and recorded the 
next morning. this time smears are made 
for microscopic examination which are usual- 
completed the same day department 
technicians. Results are then checked the 
veterinarian who has charge the program 
and the record sheets indicating results the 
tests and the milking order are mailed out 
the dairyman. 

the Hotis test microscopic examination 
indicates the presence streptococcus the 
incubated milk plated out Edwards 
medium and after further incubation develop- 
ing colonies are subjected tests for Sodium 
hippurate, Arginine, Esculin, Methylene blue 
and Litmus milk. Upon completion these 
tests second report sent the dairy with 
recommendations for milking order. cir- 
cumstances indicate department veteri- 
narian goes the dairy explain results 
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the tests and assist with proper segrega- 
tion. Treatment infected cows left the 
owner and his private veterinarian. 


Since the inception the program the fol- 
lowing tests have been made:

The program has explained over 
and over again. 

Unfortunately our department has been 
under-staffed periodically and has not been 
possible send veterinarian the field 
often required for follow purposes. There 
has not been enough work occupy milk 
sampler full time collects over weekends 
only, which throws the laboratory work out 
balance. More promotional work necessary 


get the majority the dairies the 
program. 


Some the discouraging factors the 
dairyman are unexplained breaks. One dairy- 
man who had followed the program con- 
scientiously for several years and had been 
free agalactiae suddenly got brake 
several cows. had been raising his own 
replacements. could not explain why 
had that break, got discouraged and 
dropped out the program. Another factor 
which disturbs the dairyman that clinical 
case mastitis may come back with nega- 
tive laboratory report. does not realize 
that other organism may cause mastitis and 


that agalactiae the only one reported 
our forms. 
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Panel Artificial Insemination Cattle 


Dr. KENDRICK: ‘The purpose the panel 
discuss the relation the veterinarian 
the artificial insemination program. Dr. Wit- 
cosky stated has developed practice re- 
quiring two technicians help him, and still 
has time for his other practice. the cow, 
the technician’s estimation, not proper 
breeding condition, advises the owner 
consult his veterinarian. 

Mr. Sherwood said that until 1950 artificial 
insemination was just beginning California. 
The people involved did not take proper 
responsibility the beginning, which has 
made difficult. Ten associations now operate 
and 80,000 cows were bred 1951. Probably 
twice that number will bred 1952, and 
there are about cows the state 
that could bred. 

Dr. Collinson works with organization 
employing technicians, covering specific 
areas. 

Dr. COLLINSON: seems that the first 
obligation all artificial insemination or- 
ganizations strict adherence the rules 
the Purebred Dairy Cattle Association, which 
controls registration purebred calves re- 
sultant from artificial insemination and does 
blood typing all bulls used, also checking 
paternity calves need be; second, very 
careful cooperation with the dairy which has 
placed its future the hands the organiza- 
tion; third, strict loyalty the veterinarian, 
doing veterinary work whatsoever and 
never becoming party any type veteri- 
nary quackery. will not train allow 
man any veterinary work. require 
every technician Illinois for special 
three-week course theory and practice. 
There under the direction three full- 
time veterinarians, and must successfully pass 
oral, written, and practical examinations be- 
fore being registered with the Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association. 

Artificial insemination has proven 
just effective natural breeding. has 
recently been shown investigators 
nois that the spermatozoa reach the fallopian 
tubes three four minutes after breeding. 
means thin rubber bag water in- 
serted into the uterus and connected 
recording apparatus, was found that when 
bull was led beside cow heat the 
uterus had peristaltic-like waves for two 
four minutes. was then shown that the 
same thing occurred for two minutes with arti- 
ficial insemination. Any unusual movements, 
external noises disturbances stopped these 
contractions. The proper technic artificial 
insémination gives, therefore, good better 
results natural breeding. 

Dr. KENDRICK: wish set school, 
that technicians can trained this 
state. other states, artificial insemination 
has been strictly animal husbandry pro- 
gram. have teach them the relevant 
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anatomy and physiology the cow, and they 
may end knowing more than some veteri- 
narians do, about the reproductive organs. 
would willing conduct short course 
for veterinarians interest shown. The 
technician makes about one and half visits 
per cow. The farmer tends honor the tech- 
nichian for his knowledge, and will take his 
word for almost anything. important, 
therefore, that the technician cooperate with 
the veterinarian, and hope that can 
give them appreciation the value 
veterinary service. The technician 
good position give sterility treatment, and 
this type quackery can best combatted 
having initial cooperation, rather than 
legislation. 


Dr. Artificial insemination 
advantage the practicing veterinarian. First, 
you work area, the dairyman becomes 
more interested sterility and pregnancy 
examinations. Dairymen tend keep better 
records than when using bull; thus are more 
impressed with what the records show. Also, 
not having bull, they can afford have 
more dairy cows. will also aid you the 
prevention genital diseases. 


Dr. have taken technicians 
and showed them what pregnant cow’s 
womb feels like, but they are not doing preg- 
nancy examinations. have known cows 
inseminated repeatedly when already preg- 
nant. The technician should equipped not 
inseminate the womb that not normal. 
should not examine animals except those 
bred, anything but inseminate, but 
should not inseminate pregnant cows, and 
should tell the owner cows not condition 
for breeding consult his veterinarian, with- 
out offering any diagnosis. 


The following answers were given ques- 
tions asked the audience: 


Dr. The technician should 
gentle and quiet, and after insemination may 
massage the clitoris grasping lower portion 
the vulva externally cause further peris- 
taltic-like contractions necessary. trained 
technician inseminates thirty seconds so, 
and does not 


Intracornual insemination dangerous be- 
cause possible damage delicate tissues. 
Intracervical best, for protection the 
endometrium, and pregnancy exists, will 
not rupture dislodge cervical seal. Intra- 
cornual insemination may carry low-grade 
infection into the uterus proper. This may not 
prevent conception but may prevent develop- 
ment the fetus from days. 

Only very small per cent pregnant 
cows come into heat. 

Dr. You should able infuse 
the uterus with penicillin right after insemina- 
tion, because the spermatozoa are already 
the tubes three four minutes. Penicillin- 
streptomycin Sulvetil are useful for some 


repeaters. Ten minutes after insemination 
good time. 


Dr. COLLINSON: When cow treated for 
sterility, the uterus may feel quite normal and 
still harboring low-grade infection the 
endometrium. better infuse quite 
while after insemination, the technician 
will doing it. 

Dr. Should the school train lay 
technicians? Bear mind that the program 
will carried on, and that not train 
men, will have control over the train- 
ing. not know the future need for 
technicians. Most them here now have 
come from the east, and supervisors have dif- 
ficulty obtaining men. 


Dr. Denmark per cent, and 
England per cent the cows are arti- 
ficially inseminated, there might half 
million California. Possibly would 
need one technician per 2000 2500 cows. 


Dr. KENDRICK: prevent the training 
too many, the course would only given 
when needed, and perhaps only men 
whom jobs have already been offered the 
association. The group offered particular 
objection the training technicians 
the veterinary school. They voted unanimous- 
favor the School Veterinary Medi- 
cine handling the school—rather than allow- 
ing carried the animal hus- 
bandry department. was suggested that the 
trained technician should compared with 
the trained milker. The licensing techni- 
cians has been considered, and Senator Hat- 
field has committee present the field 
studying the problem.

Wednesday, June 18, 1952 


After Dr. Kanegis’s report recent trends 
chemotherapy, which will appear elsewhere 
the magazine, Dr. Thom presented his sum- 
mary the recent and very successful meet- 
ing the American Animal Hospital Associa- 
tion Pasadena. 


Encephalitis 


Dr. Hollister explained that the encephalitis 
picture California not yet clear, 
etiology all cases man and animals. Vet- 
erinarians can aid control the infectious 
types reporting those cases which are sus- 
pected being infectious post-infectious. 
The two viruses identified date causa- 
tive agents human encephalitis are St. Louis, 
and western type equine encephalomyelitis 
virus. 

Forwarding carefully handled and chilled 
blood samples from acute cases, well 
from post-infectious cases (10 days after 
acute phase has passed) will aid the work 
identifying the virus, the origin viral. 
Insect and arthropod control should em- 
phasized. difficult isolate viruses from 
spinal fluid, and complement fixation and neu- 
tests require two four weeks. 

The Central and Imperial Valleys are two 
areas with highest incidence virus encepha- 
litis California, but counties have 
had cases between 1945 and 1950. There seems 
five year cycle effect, and per 
cent (309 cases) human cases reported and 
diagnosed encephalitis were due equine 
virus, either the St. Louis the western 
strain. 

Man seems accidentally infected dur- 
ing the bird-to-mosquito-to-bird passage 
the encephalomyelitis virus. considered 
necessary intensify the search for other 
causative agents, and the aid veterinarians 
this program imperative. Increased labo- 
ratory facilities and additional trained person- 


nel will required for complete state-wide 
survey. 


Question and Answer Luncheon 

The Question and Answer Luncheon seems 
one the most popular features the 
annual meeting. Most, not all, the veteri- 
narians and exhibitors were present, and the 
atmosphere was very cheerful although the 
plate lunch was not particularly wonderful. 
Dr. Reid acted master ceremonies his 
usual entertaining manner. might ex- 
pected, most the questions that clinicians 
can’t find answers to, pretty well stump the 
experts also. 


Has terramycin been used intravenously 
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the treatment anaplasmosis cattle? 
(Jensen): Not far know. 

diseases the complement fixation test? 
(Jensen): have specific information, but 
should think antibodies would present 
after recovery. However, diagnosis needed 
far advance healing. (Delay): has been 
demonstrated that antibodies appear early 
three days after injection. Bankowski 
doing some work this problem the Uni- 
versity, and expecting successful. 
working specifically with reference vesi- 
cular exanthema. 

How can cow six months pregnant 
aborted, suffering from brisket disease? 
(Jensen): This question was asked yester- 
day, and have not been able learn the 
answer. (Kanegis): can’t offer anything 
constructive. Theoretically, some the ergot 
extractives might effective, but under most 
conditions they would not considered re- 
liable. (Kendrick): Stilbestrol will empty the 
uterus, and one man caused abortion with two 
Grams over week’s time. This second hand 
information, but believe there were bad 
after effects. oil solution excreted 
rapidly. 

cow has mastitis one two quar- 
ters, the milk from the other quarters fit 
for human consumption, should fed 
calves? (McKay): Nature has very definite- 
divided the cow’s udder into four quarters, 
and since organisms cannot directly from 
one the other, milk from the noninfected 
quarters fit for human consumption. 

Cows are encountered with rumens full 
fluid; what the cause and treatment? 
(Ozanian): have seen quite few, and never 
got very good answer. They are springer 
cows, act dopy, and have temperatures about 
103 maybe 101, fever. They usually die. 


What the treatment hardpad ad- 
dition large doses homologous serum, 
vitamins, etc? (Flint): believe very 
well proved that the virus hardpad, Carré, 
and post-distemper encephalitis the same. 
believe most clinicians and pathologists be- 
lieve that hardpad not clinical entity but 
merely complication. The treatment the 
same for distemper. Serum value only 
while the virus still the bloodstream. 
After establishment the tissues, has 
value except serum, nonspecifically. The 
treatment symptomatic, and good nursing 
required. 

What the possibility treatment for 
chronic skin disease with swollen and thick- 
ened areas around the base the tail and 
perineum, skin scrapings negative? (Flint): 
Geography will have considered. the 
intermountain area, have lot sores 
the rear, and they are usually associated with 
infection the anal gland. clip the area 
close, dip lime-sulfur, squeeze out the gland, 
and irrigate with sulfur and oil, and great 
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many clear up. other areas probably 
different. Anal glands the dog, even not 
very enlarged, may cause itching elsewhere 
the body. Even small amount pus will 
picked and spread throughout the body. 

Can streptococci spread from one 
quarter another via the blood stream? 
(Ormsbee): have not found any that seemed 
this origin. However, acute mastitis 
due Aerobacter aerogenes, there may 
germs apparently uninfected quarter. 
(Jensen): not believe that blood trans- 
mission logical; they would have first 
the venous circulation, then the lungs, 
through the capillary system and the chances 
their getting finally into another quarter 
very slight. 


Abstract 


This report fluorosis cattle the Co- 
lumbia River Valley based the examina- 
tion herds cattle located near aluminum 
plants the Columbia River Valley. Follow- 
ing discussion the toxicity fluorine the 
condition described herds comprising 
total excess 600 head cattle. 

Among the symptoms reported were stained 
roughened teeth, bony swellings, lameness, 
poor condition, recumbency, and diarrhea.

Double-Acting Vaccine 


new “double-acting” vaccine designed 
protect against both distemper and hepatitis 
was announced the American Veterinary 
Medical Association convention, Atlantic City, 
research veterinarians Cornell Univer- 
sity. 

The Cornell research team first developed 
vaccine for infectious hepatitis, then found 
means combining with the distemper 
vaccine. The dual vaccine can administered 
one inoculation. The vaccine combina- 
tion distemper virus which has been cul- 
tured eggs and infectious hepatitis virus 
taken from infected dogs. 

The investigations were done the Cornell 
Research Laboratory for Diseases Dogs 
Dr. James Baker, director, and Drs. George 
Poppensiek and James Gillespie. 

Supplies the new vaccine are not yet 
available for general distribution, but are 
expected released the veterinary pro- 
fession later this year.

Medical Association, represented the Legis- 
lative Committee, should actively cooperate 
with and recommend the State Agricultural 
and Livestock Committee its attitude toward 
control artificial insemination technicians 
the State California. 

summarizing the Legislative Committee’s 
activities for 1951-52, are pleased report 
that after study and survey have made 
definite plans for constructive legislation 
1953 effort aid the association 
improving the animal and public health and 
preserving the public wealth supporting 
the State Public Health Department’s rabies

Rabies Committee 


During the fall months 1951 the Rabies 
Committee prepared ordinance which the 
committee felt contained the basic fundamen- 
tal requirements for law governing the con- 
trol rabies statewide basis. 

This ordinance was prepared the sug- 
gestion the State Department Public 
Health for their help and guidance the 
preparation such proposed law 
brought before the Legislature the State 
California 1953. Other interested pro- 
fessional and livestock groups were invited 
cooperate with the Public Health Depart- 
ment the same manner. 

The basic ordinance which your committee 
prepared was presented the January, 1952, 
meeting the association, which time the 
association voted record favoring 
the passage such act. The proposed or- 
dinance, together with the association’s recom- 
mendations, were presented the State De- 
partment Public Health. 
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Since the date the 
the Department Public Health, together 
with representatives the various groups, 
has been the process preparing their own 
act, based largely upon the findings and 
recommendations the committees the 
previously mentioned interested professional 
and livestock breeders associations. 

The meetings held preparing the proposed 
act have been held San Francisco. Our com- 
mittee has been very ably represented these 
meetings Dr. Seymour Roberts Rich- 
mond. 

The present rough draft the proposed bill 
includes practically all the recommendations 
our association and feel that when the 
final draft made the Public Health Depart- 
ment will have practical, efficient and en- 
forceable ordinance present the legisla- 
ture. 

the hope your committee able 
present the proposed act its final form 
the January, 1953, meeting this Associa- 
tion.

The Animal Disease Control Committee con- 
fined its study for the past year the subject 
morbidity and mortality reporting animal 
diseases and its relationship animal disease 
control. The object this study stimulate 
more thought and effort the 
animal disease reporting, with the idea ulti- 
mately increasing the value disease report- 
ing the veterinarian, the veterinary pro- 
fession, and the people who own animals. 


Morbidity and Mortality Reporting 
Other States 


Part this study consisted correspond- 
ence with veterinary officials all the states 
the United States for the purpose ob- 
taining samples reporting forms now 
use and determine current opinion re- 
porting throughout the country. was dis- 
covered that states require report 
morbidity and mortality animals, states 
have reporting forms, while two states failed 
reply our letters. some states report- 
able diseases are reported the veterinarian 
any means available, without the benefit 
reporting form. Most officials answering 
our letters from states where standard re- 
porting forms are available expressed regret 
about the lack reporting and indicating the 
desire develop reporting systems. One offi- 
stated that his department had reporting 
form, but not single veterinarian had used 
during the past several years, was 
discontinued. Several officials complained that 
despite laws governing the reporting cer- 
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tain infectious diseases, practicing veteri- 
narians general showed lack cooperation 
reporting diseases. 

study the various forms used states 
that have reporting systems shows that great 
effort has been expended make the forms 
short and simple, thereby reducing the time 
required veterinarian making report. 
Some states have forms that are filled 
out and sent each time reportable disease 
encountered, but most require reporting 
only once month. general, the reports 
not distinguish between morbidity and mortal- 
ity, but ask only for single figure total 
incidence disease. concluded from this 
correspondence that disease reporting the 
United States whole extremely incom- 
plete, that there tremendous variation 
methods reporting, and that our California 
system compares favorably with the best. 


Diseases That Should Reported 


Our next line action consisted canvass- 
ing opinion regarding 
among the members this committee and 
from several California veterinarians. There 
was unanimous feeling that the list report- 
able diseases for this state about right, but 
some felt that distinction could made be- 
tween diseases that should reported im- 
mediately and those that can reported rou- 
tinely, and without details ownership, 
regular intervals. The diseases that were men- 
tioned demanding immediate reporting were 
scabies, anthrax, foot-and-mouth disease sus- 
pects, rabies, infectious equine anemia, dou- 
rine, glanders, equine encephalomyelitis, and 
Texas fever. The favorite interval for report- 
ing routinely proved monthly, although 
one veterinarian suggested reporting three- 
month intervals, and another weekly inter- 
vals. The diseases suggested for these routine 
reports were anaplasmosis, bovine bacillary 
hemoglobinuria, blackleg, malignant edema, 
brucellosis, bovine trichomoniasis, vibrio fetus 
infection, idiopathic hemoglobinurias, hem- 
orrhagic septicemia, hog cholera, swine erysi- 
pelas, swine influenza, swine plague, Johne’s 
disease, plant poisoning, leptospirosis, canine 
distemper, feline distemper, infectious hepa- 
titis, and histoplasmosis. 


Values Obtained from Good Reporting 

the poll opinion reporting Cali- 
fornia, there was some difference opinion 
concerning the values derived from re- 
porting. few are convinced that little 
value except for statistical purposes, and that 
numbers mean little after disease known 
present. Most those answering our 
query, however, pointed out very positive 
values good reporting, such the follow- 
ing: Adequate reporting valuable deter- 
mining yearly incidence disease and changes 
virulence disease producing agents; 
can used arouse prompt action toward 
the control and eradication certain diseases; 


can serve basis for calculating economic 
losses due disease, and thus put the live- 
stock industry position determine where 
money and effort should placed research, 
regulation and control; and can produce 
more alert, informed veterinary profession 
that will improved strategic position 
with relation the livestock industry, particu- 
larly the matter preventive medicine. 
These seem distinct values obtained 
from good reporting. 


How Can the Veterinarian Stimulated 
Better Reporting? 


can assume, then, that good reporting 
desirable, what means can used obtain 
this objective? Obviously, the burden good 
reporting rests upon the shoulders the 
practicing veterinarian, the individual who 
makes the diagnosis disease. was the 
general consensus that the reporting forms 
should simple possible. The present 
report form the State California already 
meets this requirement, but apparent that 
report form can short and simple that 
its value the compilation complete vital 
statistics suffers. appeal can made 
professional pride and the progress the 
veterinary profession. can pointed out 
that the medical profession has made great 
strides morbidity and mortality reporting 
human disease, and that the value such 
reporting human medicine unquestion- 
able. 

The suggestion offered this committee 
that machinery set provide the 
veterinarian with monthly circular dis- 
eases reported throughout the state during the 
previous month, that can acquire ac- 
tive interest veterinary vital statistics and 
appraise the state disease situation relation 
that his own practice. believe that the 
veterinarian must have this direct reward for 
his efforts reporting, and believe that 
his efforts reporting will expand greatly 
receives this reward. likely that 
better results will obtained stimulating 
the veterinarian’s interest and desire co- 
operate than attempting place reporting 
compulsory basis. 


Suggestions for Improving the 
Present System 

response the request for specific sug- 
gestions how the present system re- 
porting can facilitated improved, opinion 
varied considerably. Some felt that the present 
reporting form sufficient. Most expressed the 
opinion that forms should sent the veteri- 
narian whenever the reports are due, serve 
reminder. Some favored printing the 
report special-size postcard, containing 
spaces for tabulating the number animals 
affected, the number dead, the method diag- 
nosis (i.e., clinically, post mortem labora- 
tory) for each disease listed. One veterinarian 
suggested that forms for entire year 


sent the veterinarian, leaving his respon- 
sibility mail his reports each month. An- 
other suggested the printing separate forms 
for reporting diseases large and small ani- 
mals. 

For large animal disease reporting, the sug- 
gestion was made that the contract veteri- 
narian requested send his monthly 
disease report along with his brucellosis vac- 
cination claims. The committee feels that this 
last suggestion has special merit, that com- 
plete reports from 
would automatically give excellent disease 
picture for the entire state. 

Some the veterinarians contacted, and 
some the members this committee, con- 
sidered the problem animal disease report- 
ing important enough justify the establish- 
ment definite project specifically set 
collect, classify and disseminate the infor- 
mation. Some are satisfied with status quo, and 
would not favor animal vital statistics 
project. One veterinarian visualizes project, 
distinct from the routine reporting diseases 
the State Department Agriculture, which 
would embrace the mapping disease distri- 
bution throughout the state, special studies 
incidence diseases not necessarily re- 
portable, studies disease trends from year 
year, the effects new methods control 
and treament incidence disease, and 
monthly circularizing veterinarians with 
pertinent information obtained. The general 
feeling was current, however, that any special 
project would require financing, and should 
done some agency within the profession 
and not placed added burden the 
state agencies. Such project, visualized, 
would work close liaison with the State De- 
partment Agriculture for diseases large 
animals and the State Department Public 
Health for diseases transmissible man. 


Conclusion 


This committee feels that this study the 
problem animal disease reporting only 
preliminary step toward alerting the veteri- 
nary profession California the need for 
better reporting. are aware that the prob- 
lem arousing attention national scale, 
and that sentiment favors the establishment 
reporting system that will give reason- 
ably true and complete picture animal dis- 
ease. Consequently, urge that this prob- 
lem receive further study, either from the 
Animal Disease Committee appointed 
for the coming year, from special com- 
mittee that can continue the work until actual 
machinery established effect animal dis- 
ease reporting the scale envision 
correct and proper for the veterinary profes- 
sion this state.
